Award of its bronze medal for 
heroism to Wilbur D. Calhoun, Sr., 
49, El Paso, was announced yester- 
day by the Carnegie Hero 
Fund 


Commission. 
It was on July 15, 1947, that Glo- 


• rla •Cedlllos, 8, lay down on a rail- 
road track at El Paso as a loco- 
motive pulling cars backed toward 
her. The engineer frantically ap- 
plied his brakes. But the heavy 
locomotive and cars moved inexor- 
ably toward the child. 
Calhoun was engine foreman— 
similar to conductor on a passen- 
ger train. He jumped out of the 
locomotive cab, swung himself un- 
der a hand rail on the cab plat- 
form, and placed one foot on a 
draw-bar. 
By that time the locomotive, still 
traveling 15 miles an hour, was 
but' 25 feet from Gloria, 
Pivoting, Calhoun jumped down 
onto a footboard only eight inches 
above the rail. He crouched. Then, 
without tolding to any support, 
he leaned forward. With one hand 
he knocked Gloria from the track,

grams, however, the 1950 total of 
grants was bound to be higher ra- 
.her than lower. This was pointed 
out In a speech In December by 
James E. Webb, director of the 
DUdget. Tho federal government 
was already committed to supply 
ncreascd funds In grants, In ac- 
cordance with past acts of Con- 
gress. 
Tho practice of giving the states 


grants-In-aid is as old as the re- 
aubllc, but it has taken on major 
importance only In recent years, 
Tho big boom cnmo In tho 1930s, 
when the states and cities were 
unable to cope with tho needs for 
work projects and other relief for 
the unemployed. The peak came 
In 1939, when $2,908,999,000 was 
spent In federal grants. 
Since 1946 they have been ris- 


ing again: $1,622,088,338 in 1948; $1,- 
541,781,566 estimated for 1949; and 
$2,458,202,454 In 1950 If the Presi- 
dent's proposed new legislation la 
approved. This would not Include 
$100,000,000 In contract authoriza- 
tions for the new housing program 
which tho President recommended 
as another grant measure. 
The general idea behind grants 


U that the 
federal government 


should pay part of the bill to en- 
able the states to conduct certain 
programs In tho Interest of the 
nxtion as a whole. The states them- 
selves administer tho grants. The 
programs chiefly concern health, 
education 
and 
social 
welfare. 


Grants are supposed to do two 
things: 
1. Stimulate the states to con. 


duct programs they might not ua 
dertake If they had to depend en- 
tirely on their own funds. The fed- 
eral government 
dangles 
large 


sums of money in front of them. 
It Is theirs to use if they match 
It. usually putting up from about 
25 to 50 percent of tne total sum 
to be spent. 
2. Equalize the burden among 


th* rich and poor states. 
But that's where the critics be- 


gin to differ with the advocates 
of grants. 
There Is very 
little 


equalization of the burden, they 
claim, and some experts In the 
Federal Bureau of the Budget agree 


with them. 
In fact, say the critics, grants 
discriminate 
against 
the 
poor 


states. To get the big hunks of 
federal money they obligate them- 
selves to put up matching 
funds 
which leave holes In thair small 
treasuries. To engage In the fed- 
eral program they have to neglect 
some local programs which might 
be more Important to them. 
The federal government, more- 
over, must necessarily 
establish 


CHttaln minimum 
standards 
for 
the programs It helps to finance, 
and this means a measure of con- 
trol 
over 
local 
administration. 


Representatives of the Council of 
Slate Governments feel that the 
whole program tends to violate the 
well accepted political 
principle 
that tho unit of government which 
spends money should be respons- 
ible for collecting It. 


Neither tho Council nor tho Gov- 


ernors, however, want the grants 
program 
abandoned. 
They 
only 


wunt It minimized. And they want 
he federal government to wlth- 
iraw from tax collections In cer- 
aln fields where states can step 
n and raise money to conduct 
heir own social welfare program!. 
But federal experts, and even Coun- 
cil representatives, admit that this 
nobably would not be the answer. 
Localities hate to tax their own 
leoplo, and states try to keep their 
:axes down because of Interstate 
competition—the effort to provide 
tax havens for wealthy corpora- 
tions and Individuals. 
The programs now financed by 


grants-in-ald might lag or aban- 
doned. And even If states and lo- 
calities impose taxes as heavy as 
their people can afford, the poor 
states will end up with revenue 
which Is inadequate for such pro- 
grama as those now 
In 
effect. 


None of the critics seiem seriously 
to expect any development except 
a gradually expanded program of 
Rionte-ln-ald.

America men and women have be- 
come conscious of the necessity 
for fighting the menace of vener- 
eal diseases, and it Is a matter of 
pride to public 
health 
workers 
that the entire nation now loins 
In the observance of National So- 
cial Hygiene Day, which In this 
year Is dated February 2. 
Dr. Geo. W. Cox, State Health 


Officer, states that at the present 
time three rapid treatment cen- 
ters are being operated In Texas, 
Iccated at San Antonio, Waco and 
Rocky Mount, and that a total oj 
approxlmtely 15,000 patients per 
year are being treated In these 
centers. Ninety-six vcneral disease 
clinics 
are 
also 
In 
operation 


throughout the state, and these 
clinics as well as the rapid treat- 
ment centers are primarily for the 
treatment of Indigent and semi-In- 
digent persons referred by phys- 
icians or local health units. 


In the past two years a blood 
testing survey of more than 80,000 
Tcxans has disclosed that between 
seven and ten per cent of that 
number had positive tests for sy- 
philis and that a large majority 
of them did not know they had 
the disease and had never had 
medical treatment for It. This vast 
reservoir of untreated syphilis la 
one- reason for Its continued spread, 
and it Is a notable achievement 
in furthering public health that 
approximately 98 percet of these 
persons have been brought under 
treatment 
so that they can no 


longer spread • the disease. More 
than 43,000 contacts have been In- 
vestigated and placed under treat- 
ment until no longer Infectious. 
A continuous educational program 
carried on by the State Department 
of Health Is 
another 
effective 


means for controlling venereal dis- 
ease among our people, and ro- 
duclncr the number of crippled, 
blind and paralyzed persons who 
are annually the victims of syph- 
ilis and other veneral diseases.
